by the Government and upvr it the}. 


estimates- of British staff had been 
largely based in the lust three Fears. 
The formula demanded in the lower 
School of Queen’s Co'lege one British 
teacher for every two divisions of a 
class and ia the upper echool two 
British'teackers for every three divi- 


' gions. In the distcict schools the 


provision was less generous, based on 
the jact that the fees were consider- 
ably less—- one British teacher to every 
four divisions. These figures excluded 
headmastes but (this was rather 
an important point, as they would see 
lates) the figure included masters on 
‘leave. If the staff of a rchool was 
estimated at font assistant, teachers it 
“-+was probable that one would be on 
leave most of the time. The Com- 
mittee had found it most convenient 
“to take that point into con-ideration 
in making t™.eir formula. The formula 
aid not apply to the Belilios School 
but the provision he hsd made was 
for five British teachers and as there 
were something like 550 children he 
thought that cumber was not more 
than adequate. The Kowloon Briti-h 
School was ‘well stafied at. the 
moment: The three other. British 
Schools had each aboct 50 children 
on an average—more in winter and 
very mich less in summer: He con-

. hose were theories; be would 
show how the schools stood as regards 
teaching staff at the moment. Count- 
ing oll gntrained or partly trained 
British teachers, the Belilios School 
and the Kowloon School senter were 
up tostrength. Queen's College lower 
school was one tea¢her—a woman 
teacher—short but was otherwise 
practically at full strength. A ‘con- 

' giderable proportion of the, teachers 
on -leave was reckoned for ‘and it 
happened that not many of them 
were’ on leave eo the condition of 
these schools was very satisfactory. 
At the Ellis Kadoorie School there was 
a shortage of two women teachers; .st 
Saiyingpun, one; at Yaumati, one 
man and one woman; at Wantsai, 
one man and one woman, avd at the 
Indian School one man. That made 
a totel shortage of three men and six 
women. Teachers had been engaged 
and were shortly expected as follow: 
—From South Africa, Miss Basker- 
ville, formerly in the Dioces:n School, 
whom the Board had been very 


~ fortunate to secure; from Home, cn2 


man and six women, and there was 
‘also a reasonable hope of gétting one 

- man from the Straits. Altcgether 
they were expecting two men and 
seven women 2nd, substracting the 
shortage alréady. mentioned, there 
wag a net shortage of either one man 

. ‘or two.men (this depended on whether 
they got the man from the Straits}— 
and a nominal surplus of one woman 
teacher. -The position was not at all 
unsatisfactory as far as it went, but 
it was 80 delicately adjusted and they 


had been fixed when they would be 
likely to arrive. 

As to temporary and untrained tea- 
chers, of whom there were about 12. 
it wonld not doto run away with the 
ida that they were all amateurs and 
incompetents or anything of that sort. 
Some of them were trained mistresses 
but, being married women, Were Not 
able to gointo theservicepermanently. 
Otherwise, though perhaps not quite 
so highly trained as the teachers they 
hoped to get from home, they were 
quite capable of doing the work 
required of them. Others, taken on 
at a time of great emergency a year 
or eighteen months ago, now had 
experience under tramed teachers 
and .were doing quite efficient’ 
work, Trained teachers often ob- 
jected. to classes of less than 15 
or 20, as rot giving sufficient 
scope, but untrained teachers objected 
to larger classes hecause they felt they 
had-not the power todeal witha large 
number. For small: classes, such as 
at the British schools, the untrained 
or partially trained tsachers did very 
good work and, what was also a cop-. 
sideration, though he supposed they 
were inclined to ignore it, they had 
the additional advantage of being 
rather cheap. At the junior British 
Children attended for three hours or 3} 
schools the school hours were very 
short. A large propcrtion of the 
hours a day and there was not ‘very 
much for teachers to do in the after- 
noon. - In sonte cases they had been 
‘able to get temporary teachers who 
only desired moming work and this 
fitted in very well. ft 

. With regard to the Chinese staff, the 
Chairman said they were going 
through a, time of great difficalty 
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is not altogether unsatisf.ctory and 
we can carry on fairly well. At any 
rate the estimates appear to me quite 
satisfactory—that is to say, if we can 
find the teachers the Governmentis 
willing ‘to find the money.”
